Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories, pursuant 
to a Proclamation of His Honor Josepu Roya, the Lieutenant- 
Governor of tiie North-West Territories, dated the 28th day of 
November, 1891, the Members, having been duly sworn, took 
their seats. 


. The Clerk, having taken his seat at the Table, stated as 
follows :— 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Assembly : 


Tam commanded by His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to 
inform you that he will defer statiny the reasons, for which he 
has summoned che Levislature, until the Legislative Assembly 
have elected a Speaker. It is therefore His Honor’s pleasure 
that the Legislative Assembly do now proceed to the election of 
a Speaker, and present him here for His Honor’s approbation. 
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Mr. HavuLratn thereupon, addressing himself to the Clerk, 
(who standing up, bowed and then sat down) proposed to the 
House, for their Speaker, James HamILron L088, Esquire, 
Member for Moose Jaw, and moved that he do take the Chair 
of this House, as Speaker, which resolution was seconded by 
Mr. CLINKSKILL, 


The Question being put by the Clerk, it was resolved unani- 
mously that JAMES HAMILTON Ross, Esquire, do take the 
Chair of this House, as Speaker, and the Clerk having declared 
JAMES HAMILTON Ross, Esquire, duly elected, he was conduct- 
ed by Mr, Hautratn to the Chair, where he then said : 


Gentlemen : 


I beg to express my grateful thanks and humble acknow- 
ledgment of the high honor the House has been pleased to con- 
ter upon me and, while I leave the floor of this House to take 
the Speaker’s Chair, I feel that I also leave all political or 
partizan feelings, in order that I may discharge with impartial- 
ity to all, and to the best of my ability, the various and impor- 
tant duties pertaining to the high office of the Speaker of the 
Legislative Assembly of the North-West Territories. 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor then entered the House 
and having taken his seat upon the Throne, Mr, SPEAKER Elect 
was piesented to His Honor by Mr. HAULTAIN, who addressed 
His Honor as follows : 


May 1T Puease Your Honor: 


The Legislative Assembly, agreeably to Your Honor’s com- 
mand, have proceeded to the choice of a Speaker and elected 
JAMES Hamiiron Ross, Esquire, Member for Moose Jaw, to 
that office, and by their direction I present him for your Honor’s 
approbation, 


His Honor was then pleased to say : 


I approve of the Speaker, whom the Legislative Assembly 
have chosen. ; 
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My. SPEAKER then addressed His Honor to the following 
effect : 


May it please Your Honor: 


I beg to lay claim, on behalf of the Legislative Assembly of 
the North-West Territories, to all our ancient privileges, espe- 
cially freedom of speech, access to Your Honor, and that the 
most favorable construction nay be placed upon our proceed- 
ings. 


To which His Honor replied: 
Mr. SPEAKER: 
I most cheerfully zrant your request. 


His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor was then pleased to 
open the Session with the following gracious Speech : 


Gentlemen of the Legislative Asseiubly : 


In opening the First Session of the Second Legislature, I have 
to congratulate you upon the abundant harvest with which Pro- 
vidence has this year blessed the labour of the husbandman. 
Not only has our wheat been harvested in good condition, but 
its quality is even better than that of previous y ars, which ob- 
tained such a world-wide reputation; and it is also satisfactory 
to learn that our wheat standards are now listed on the Ameri- 
can and English Produce Exchanges. 


The Ranchman has also good reason to be thankful for the 
high state of prosperity, that has met his efforts and the invest- 
ment of his large capital. 


As the richness of the soil and the productive capacity of the 
Territories become each year more widely. known, we 3ee a 
corresponding increase in the number of Settlers, aud in the area 
brought under cultivation, and a greater degree of comfort and 
contentment prevailing throughout the length and breadth of 
this land of promise. 
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Since the prorogation of the last Assembly one of the richest 
districts of the Territories has been opened up by the construc- 
tion of a line of Railway, some 190 miles in length, from the 
thriving Town of Calgary to the beautifully situated Town, of 
Edmonton, the great distributing point for a Northern unor- 
Benne portion of the Territories, 


The Canadian Pacific Railway atapnee are to be congratu- 
lated upon the wisdom and foresight exhibited by them in their 
efforts to connect with the mar kets of the World those portions 
of our Country, which only await the toil and labour of the 
Immigrant to become smiling fields of wheat. 


Another, and not an unimportant line of rai!way, is now un- 
der construction between Calgary and the livery ‘lown of Mac- 
leod. This line, when finished, will traverse, under the brow of 
the majestic Rockies, the whole of the rich, grass-covered pla- 
teaus and. valieys of the ranching districts of the South-west. In 
the South-east, another branch line of Railway is ‘about to be 
constructed by the Canadian Pacific Railway Company, which 
will attract the attention of the Immigrant and bring a vast 
and fertile section of country within reach of a market, 


Allow me here to call your earnest attention and that of the: 
farming community to the importance of developiny the dairy 
industry of the Territories. There is no reason why the cheese 
and butter industry of this Country, if properly «nd intelligent- 
ly managed, should not soon become as remunerative to the far- 
mer as the erowing of grain or the raising of stock. Stimulated 
by the success of Holland, Denmark, Belgium and the North ef 
France, the Canadian Government is sparing no effort to build 
up the dairy. interest in. Canada, and by suitable instruction to 
enable the Canadian agviculturist to compete with those Coun- 
tries, which owe to these products a large measure of. their 
financial SOHO

-Tt-will be to our advantage to assist, as far as possible, the’ 
Federal Government in this great work, by endeavoring to 
secure for it the bearty co- -operation of the farming community, 
so largely represented in this Lecislature. Its success will af- 
ford an additional] reason for pride i In our vast and fertile Coun- 
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try, with its immense possibilities, in its noble and free Insti- 
tutions, the law-abiding character of its people, its loyalty to 
the British Crown, and for an unbounded faith in its future de- 
velopment as a distinct and strong nationality in the Northern 
Continent of America. 


Gentlemen of the Legislative mace! 


By virtue of an Act passed last Session by the Parhament of 

Canada, it is enacted that this Legislature shall, subject to cer- 
tain provisions, have power to muke Ordinances in relation to 
various subjects, and, amongst others, the expenditure of Terri- 
torial Funds and such portion of any monies’ appropriated by 
Parliament for the Territories, as the Lieutenant-Governor is 
authorized to expend by and with the advice of the Levislative 
een ly, or of ayy. Committee thereof, 


It will be for you to consider whether, in addition to the 
usual organization of Standing Committees; the formation of 
any further ommittee is required for the satisfactory discharge 
of the new duties imposed upon you. 


I shall be most happy in this, asin all other matters connect- 
ed with your Legislative functions, to act with you eordi: lly 
and readily, 


It may be well to call your attention to the limited extent of 
the School Grant for the present year, which will involve a re- 
modelling of the basis upon which these monies have hitherto 
heen expended, 


In response to repeated Memorials from the Territorial Leg- 
‘islature, the Parliament of Canada has now clothed you with 
the power of legislating in respect to intoxicating liquors; an 
exception being made regarding the portion of the Territories 
‘not represented in this Assembly. 


I trust that whatever your action may be with regard to this 
grave question, it will tend to preserve the high reputation for 
order and morality now possessed by the people of the Turri- 
— tories,

As Section 19 of the Act to amend the Acts respecting the 
North-West Territories provides that the Legislative Assembly 
may, by Ordinance, repeal, in so far as they apply to the Ter- 
ritories comprising the several Electoral Divisions mentioned in 
they Schedule to this Act, the provisions of Sections 92 to 100 
also both inclusive to the said Act, together with all amend- 
nents thereto, and may re-enact the said provisions and sub- 
stitute other provisions in heu thereof ; 


As this authority was only vested in the Electors of the Ter- 
ritories through this Assembly for a short time before the re- 
cent Elections, and therefore the Electors have not had due op- 
portunity of considering this question as a matter under local 
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control, and as any amendment, repeal of, or substitution for 
these clauses tend to the creation of vested interests, that, with- 
out the definite sanction of the majority of the people, might be 
destroyed by subsequent legislation by this. or another Assem- 
bly representing a major ity hostile to that. legislation, thereby 
entailing severe loss on those who have acquired these vested 
interests ; ; and as the Members of this. Assembly have not been 
elected with a regard only to the question of the amendment, 
repeal, or substitution for these clauses.and there having been 
no definite proposition to amend, repeal or substitute for these 
clauses before the electors; this Assembly is not in a position to 
say definitely what the wish of the majority is; and as any 
amendment, repeal.or substitution, that may be made regarding 
these clauses, shall be in accord. with the wish of the majority of 
the people of these Territories, freely and . clearly expressed 
after due consideration, it is the opinion of this Assembly that 
no legislation should be passed, amending, repealing ‘or sub- 
stituting for Sections 92 to 100 both inclusive of “The North- 
West Territories Act” until such proposed. amendment, repeal 
or substitution has been accepted or rejected by a majority vote 
cast by the Electors of these Territories on that question alone ; 


And the Question being put, upon the Amendment,

Your Committee desires respectfully to call the attention of 
the Assembly to the following Paragrayh in the Order-in-Coun- 
cil of the 8th December, 1891, copy of which was laid before 
the Assembly yesterday :—- 


“The Minister proposes that there should be deducted from the 
“several votes the sums which have been charged against them 
“respectively, or for which a liability has been contracted on or 
“before the 31st December, 1891 and, so far as the appropriation 
“for Schools is concerned, the further sum of $5,000.00 required 
“ to cover grants i support of Schoois in unorganized portions 
“of the Territories outside of the Electoral Districts.” 


_ The Standing Committee on Education is of opinion that this 
clause requires His Honor the Lieutenant-Governor to pay the 
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School grants up to 31st December as provided by Section 90 
of “The School Ordinance” and would suggest that steps be 
taken so that instructions may be given to have payments made 
to all Schools in accordance with said Ordinance with as little 
delay as possible.

Honor’s Speech, are undoubtedly becoming of great importance, 
and there is every prospect of their becoming presently one of 
our leading industries.

The proper carrying out of these duties effectively, but, 
at the same time, as economically as our responsibilities will 
allow, is a task which demands judgment and discretion. In 
providing the new machinery which it will be necessary for the 
Assembly to devise in order to discharge these duties faithfully 
it will, nv doubt, be necessary for a time, while following them 
as far as possible, to deviate in some slight respect from the 
models furnished in the Constitutions of the various Provinces 
of the Dominion, on account of the difftrenees which still exist 
in the measure of responsible government. possessed by them 
und by ourselves respectively, Our local constitution is still, 
as Your Honor isaware, to a certain extent tentative, and, nntil 
this is remecicd, consequent action on our part must be of 
similarly tentative character. 


The subject of the School Grant is one which will occasion 
us serious constileration. While it is to be regretted that the 
basis upon which these moneys have hitherto been granted must 
be remodelled, the causé—naniely the vast increase in the pum- 
ber of Schools in the Territories—must occasion us unmixed 
satisfaction, showing, as it does, that the people of the Termtories 
have taken the utmost ndvatiiaze of the educational facilities 
which have been placed within their reach, | 


We believe that the Country at large is well pleased to have 
the Liquor traffic, after so many years of memorials, pliced in 
the hands of the Assembly. It will be our duty to substitute 
for the present system, a system which will commend itseif to 
the intelligence vf amoral and law-abidine community. We 
are: deeply sensible of the responsibility imposed upon us by 
our duties in this respect and will endeavor to discharge them 
accordinely. 
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We thank Your Honor tor Your Honor’s promised statement 
of the Receipts and Expenditures of the General Revenue Fund 
and the Auditor’s Report. ; 


We trust with Your Honor that the result of our delibera- 
tion” may, under the Divine blessing, teud to forward the weli- 
being and prosperity of the Territories.

1. That in the opinion of the Committce sufficient attention 
is not viven to the development of the mineral wealth of 


Alberta. 
) 

“Itmight be pointed out that in every State and Territory tra- 
versed by the Rocky Mountains from Mexico northwards to the 
international boundary, mining has been carried on to a very 
great extent. In Montana alone the annual mineral production 
far exceeds that of the entire Dominion of Canada. We may 
assume that Providence has been as liberal to Alberta as to 
those States and Territories to her south, which are linked to- 
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gether by the same chain of mountains. And it is only for us 
to draw attention to the wonderful growth and development of 
California, Celorado and Montana in order to show the advan- 
tages that wouldaccrue to these Territories in the eveht of Al- 
berta’s mineral wealth becoming developed. Her mines may in 
time reveal themselves, but in the interests of our own gener- 
ation, the Committee would suggest a more active policy, by 


(a) Having a summary of our mining regulatious prepared 
and published in the various mining centres of the Western 
States.and Territories. 


This would help to overcome a false impression, which, we 
understand, exists in those places regarding our laws.. 


(6) The establishment of a propeily equipped Mining Bureau 
in some central point, say Calgary. 


(¢) The establishment of subsidiary Mining Bureaus in some 
of the Dominion Lands and Timber offices, where specimens, 
statistics and other useful mining information may be found. 


(dq) Endeavoring to arrange with the Canadian Pacific Rail- 
way for space in the smoking compartments of their sleeping 
coaches for a very small cabinet of specimens, accompanied by 
a neat, concise and attractive pamphlet containing analyses 
and other matter referring to these specimens and the locality 
from which they came. 


2. That owing to the growing settlements in grazing dis- 
tricts, a change is desirable both in the existing leases and in 
the system of leasing lands. The existence of a large number 
of grazing leases is a great obstacle to the settlement of an im- 
portant part of Alberta. The enormous acreage covered by 
these leases is altogether out of proportion to the actual needs of 
the leaseholders. 


While admitting the existence of certain vested rights in the 
leaseholders, it must not be forgotten that valuable privileges 
have been granted to them, under a policy which is new clearly 
detrimental to the best interests of the country, upon conditions

which, in the majority of cases, have not been fiulfilled by them. 
Public policy and convenience now demand the earliest possible 
throwing open for settlement of large portions of the country 
now covered by grazing leases, and the Government of Canada 
will be justified in using every means in their power, not incon- 
sistent with good faith, to bring about that result. In every 
case in which a leaseholder under an old grazing lease has not 
strictly compled with the conditions of his lease, he 
should be obliged to give up the old lease at once and accept in 
its place a lease under the new regulations, which would permit 
all or any portion of the leased lands being withdrawn from 
the operation of the lease as might be required by tie Govern- 
ment for sale and settlement, Other leaseholders under the old 
form of lease should be given the two years notice required by 
the lease and offered a continuation of grazing rights under 
the new regulations. 


Hereafter the settlement of the country should be the first 
consideration of the Government, and any system or policy of 
the past, which is an obstacle to settlement, should be done away 
with or reversed as rapidly as a fairregard for vested rights and 
interests will a:low. 


The Committee believe that the policy of the Government 
in regard to the grazing lease system has been largely due to 
mistaken ideas on the agricultural capacity of Southern Alberta. 


The Government has no doubt depended for its information 
on officials who should be able to give accurate information —in 
this respect, and it is a matter of resret that false and unfavor- 
able impressions have been presistently created. and spread 
abroud by the public utterances of the principal quarantine 
officer of the Dominion, who is largely interested in the contin- 
uation of the grazing lease system, as the lessee of some of the 
largest and most valuable parts of the district. 


3. That the existing quarantine lands consisting of a belt 12 
iniles deep, following the international boundary throughout the 
district, are unnecessarily extensive. 


It would be sufficient for the purposes of quarantine to re-_ 
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serve blocks of, say, four townships in this belt, at convenient 
points where eattle trails intercept the international boundary. 
This would leave the balance of the belt available for sale and 
settlement. 


4. That owing to the rapid development of the coal mining 

industry, the duty will devolve upon the North-West Assembly 
of passing an Ordinance regulating the working of coal mines, 
and as the Federal Government derives all the revenue from 
these mines, it is:deemed proper that it should provide, in future 
estimates for the North-West, a sum sufficient for the mainten- 
ance of an inspector or other officer to. carry out the provisions 
of sneh an Ordinanee. 
o The Committee would call attention to the continued com- 
plaints which come from certain settlers in it e Rocky Mountain 
National Park in regard to the Government’s dealings with them. 
‘Rightly or wrongly “these settlers believe that the Government 
have comumutted a breach of faith in dealing with them, and 
some steps should be taken to remove this impression. The 
Committee would suggest that such settlers as can show to a 
reasonable extent that they believed themselves to be purchas- 
ing lots outright, when they made their first payment, should pe 
allowed to complete the purchase. And the Committee would 
further recommend that, in the interest of the Park itself, the 
lots on the north side of the river, on the townsite at Banff, 
should lhe opened for purchase. 


6. That the completion of the Calgary and Edmonton Rail- 
way to the Saskatchewan river has had avery creat effect al- 
ready in developing Northern Alberta, but owing to the termi- 
nus of the road being on the south bank of the river, while the 
principal region to be dev eloped and whose trade now furnishes 
the principal trattic of the road js on the north side, a trattie 
bridge across the Saskatchewan at that point is an absolute 
necessity, if the country is to receive the full benefit of the con- 
struction of the railway in facilitating its trade and increasing 
its development. 


And finally in making these recommendations the Committce 
has decided not to ask the House to adopt this’ report, as in 
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the opinion of the Committee representations of this kind are 
more properly made by the localities interested direct than by 
the Assembly at large, and itis asking more of the Assembly 
than is a:together right to invite it to commit itself to proposi- 
tions foreign to the general work of the House.

The Special Committee on irrigation, in submitting their Re- 
port, desires to point out the importance attached to this subject 
by the authorities of the United States. 


In the first annual report of the United States Irrigation Sur- 
vey 1889-89 the director, Professor Powell, states :—“The 
“area of the arid region is about 1,300,000 square miles—one- 
“third of the entire country. I judge that of this area there can 
“be economically reclaimed by irrigation, within the present 
“sencration, at least 150,000 square miles—-an empire one-half 
‘as large as the entire area now cultivated in the United 
“States. Inrigated, this land would be worth not less than $30 
“an acre, adding $9,880,000,000 to the wealth of the nation.” 


“Tn expending the $100,000 appropriated by Congress on 
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“ October 2, 1888, and a portion of the $250,000 appropriated 
“on March, 2, 1889, I have interpreted the law not as author- 
“izing the construction of works of irrigation, but only as direc- 
“ting a comprehensive investigation of prevailing conditions ; 
“the whereabouts of irrigable land most eligible for redemption 
“and its segregation for homestead settlement ; the amount of

Again from Professor Powell’s Report to the Secretary of the 
‘Interior, dated March 13, 1888, we take the following : “It is un- 
“doubtedly true that the greater the delay in the selection of arcas 
“for irrigation and of sites for irrigation headworks the greater 
“will Bet the knowledge which can be brought to bear in mak- 
“Ing wise selections ; but it is alsu true that the greater the de- 
“Jay the more complex becomes the practical problem by reason 
“of the interference of vested rights. The difficulties — arising 
“from vested rights far outweigh, inmy judgment, all consi- 
‘“derations in favour of delay, and there is even vround for re- 
“eret that such surveys and selections, as are now proposed, 
“were not inst.tuted at an earlier stage in the development of 
‘the arid regions.” 


“The obstructing vested rights may be considered as agricul- 
“tural and non-agricultural. Obstructing agricultural rights 
‘arise in connection with irigation by the water of small 
“streams. It frequently oecurs that a comprehensive system 
“of irrigation in the basin of a river stem adjusted to the 
“utilization of the water to its greatest extent—will spread~ the 
“water of the main stream over lower land and the water of 
“smaller tributaries over higher land; but as in the unsystem- 
“atic development of irrigation the small streams are first utili- 
“zed, their water is often apphed to the lower land, and the 
“ water rights and land rights thus established obstruct the in- 
“stitution of the best general system.” 





In defining obstructing non-agricultural vested rights Prof. 
Powell states: “ Pre-oceupation ‘of arable land for purposes. of 
“ pasturage does not obstruct the development of irrigation, 


oy if 
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“ because the bringing of land under irrigation canals so greatly 
‘enhances its value that pasturage yie sds at once to agriculture, 
* Obstruction through the industry of pasturage arises chiefly 
‘from the loeation of stock ranges ou sites suitable for storage 
“ reservoirs,”

Klsewhere Prof. Powell in reporting to the Secretary of In- 
terior says: “In view of the magnitude ofthe interests involv- 
“ed, and of the great loss entailed by delay, the surveys neces- 
“sary as a basis for the establishment of a comprehensive 
“sytem of irrigation shouid be pushed with. all the rapidity con- 
“ sistent with economy in their conduct.” 


Krom these quotations it will be seen thatin two years the 
United States voted $350,000 towards irrigation purposes. This 
umount, the director considered, was purely for carrying on 
surveys and in promoting other works ofan investigatory nature. 


While this Committee admits that the question of irrigation is 
of a larger proportion in the United States than in Canada, 
owing to the greater extent of territory needing irrigation in the 
former country, yet it considers the relative importance to be 
the same, and that the same steps should be taken by our Go- 
vernment as have been taken by the United Ntates, though 
naturally on a much move limited scale. 


The Committee would therefore suggest that the Gover: ment 
at Ottawa should be memorialized to take immediate action in 
this unportant matter, in order that investigations may be made 
during the coming summer in that portion of the Territories 
lying between the Cypress and Poreupine. Hills, and extending 
northward from the international boundary to the Bow River, 


Uhe Com aittee is further of the opinion that where projects 
are on foot for the irrigation of large tracts of country, the bona 
fides of which is undoubted, such projects are of as much impor- 
tance in the development of the district affected and should be 
as liberally treated by the Government as railways are and have 
been.

This resolution calls upon the Congress of the United States 
“ to cause to be made a survey of and an estimate of the cost of 
_“ diverting the waters of the St. Mary’s River, or so much there- 
“ of as nay de required, to cross the narrow neck of land into 
“ the channel of the Milk River,” 


These rivers take their source in the foot hills, in Montana, a 
short distance south of the international boundary, and flow in 
a north-easterly direction into Canadian territory. 


The St. Mary’s River runs for about 60 miles through Alberta 
before it joins the Bey River near Lethbridge. This stream is 
one of the most important in Southern Alberta and on its supply 
is dependent the fertility of one of the largest tracts of the dis- 
trict. If the resolution of the State of Montana is carried into 
effect, it simply means the total annihilation of the St. Mary’s 
River, as far as Alberta is concerned, and consequent serious in- 
terference with the vested rights o! the settlers of that section 
of the district. 


The Milk River on the other hand after crossing into Alberta 
flows eastward about 108 miles, keeping within 12 miles of the 
international boundary, when, after crossing into Assiniboia, it 
returns again into Montana. 


The Comittee understands it is after the Milk River leaves 
Canadian territory that ‘the additional waters of the St. Mary’s 
River are required for irrigation purposes. 


It may be pointed out, that should such an unjust act be per- 
mitted, viz. to divert the waters of St. Mary’s into Milk River, 
the waters of the latter in passing through Alberta could be di- 
erted from returning to Montana and thereby the object of the 
resolution referred to be defeated. This however would - cause 
serious international difficulties and it is suggested that the au- 
thorities at Ottawa communicate with those at Washington with 
a view to an understanding on the matter, Ee

SENATE JOINT RESOLUTION No. 1. 


Joint Resolution memorializing the Congress of the United 
States to make a survey from the St. Mary’s River to Milk 
River in the State of Montana. 


Whereas, the St. Mary’s River-is the outlet cf St. Mary’s 
Lake, the great natural reservoir of Northern Montana, and 
drains the same into the Saskatchewan, and as said river in one 
place approaches within two miles or thereabouts of the valley 
of the Milk River, and as said Milk River in turn flows for a 
distance of about three hundred miles through a wide and beau- 
tiful valiey, containing over twelve (12) million acres of public 
land of the United States of very fertile soil, which could be 
greatly benefitted by irrigation, and 


Whereas said Milk River which now often runs dry in sea- 
sous when most needed could be made by the diversion of the 
waters cf the St. Mary’s River into its channel a perpetual,con- 
stant, flowing stream of pure and wholesome water capabie of 
meeting the needs of a larye population, and of irrigating many 
millions of acres of land and of inestimable value otherwise ; 


Therefore be it Resolved by the Senate and the House of Re- 
presentatives of the State of Montana that we do hereby memori- 
alize and petition the Congress of the United States to cause to 
be made a survey-of and an estimate of the cost of diverting the 
waters of the St. Mary’s River, or so much thereof as may be 
required, to cross the arrow neck of land into the channel of the 
Milk River, 

That we ask our Senators and Representatives in Congress to 
have provision for such survey made on the proper appropria- 


tion Bill for the ensuing fiseal year.

2. The Committee is deeply impressed with the desirability 
of the Territories being well represented at the World’s Col- 
umbian Exhibition, to be held in Chicago in 1893, and would 
accordinely suggest that the members of the HKxecutive Com- 
mittee place themselves in communication with the Dominion 
Government at is early a date as possible, with a view to se- 
curing space for Territorial products, and to take such other steps 
as they may deem necessary to ensure a successful exhibit.
